to be of the beft underflending in the country. Before 
thele judges a piece of evidence was deliverd, the 7 
weik and childith, the moft repugrant to ttlelf, and te 
common fenfe, that perhaps was ever known upon eny {«. 
thos occafion ; yet by thofe Judges, apon that evidence 
and the verdié fonnded upon it, a men of a moft un 
ceptionable charatter, aod two others, men itreproachal 
in then lives, were fentenced to die, and were accord) 
hanged. Thefe vidtims of the popular madnefs were 
{tripped naked, and their bodies thrown into a pit haile * 
vered with earth, and left a prey tothe birds and w 
beafts. Upon the fame evidence, im a little time afters 
fixteen more fuffered death; the greateft part of them 
dying in the moftexemplary fentimentsof piety, and with 
the ftrongeft profeflions of their innocence. 

The flame occafioned by thele executions: fpread with 
rage and rapidity into every part of the conntry ; neither 
the tendernefs of youth. nor the infirmity of age; neither 
the honour of the fex, the facrednels of the miniftry, nor 
the refpe@able condition of fortune or charaGter, were the 
leaft prote€&tion, Children of eleven years old were taken 
up for forceries ; the women were ftripped in the moft 
fhameful manner, to. fearch them for magical teats; and 
the fcorbutic ftains common on the fkins of old perfons, 
were call-d the devil's pinches: This was indifputable 
evidence againft them, What thefe extraordinary teftimo- 
nies wanted, was completed by the torture, by which a 
number of thefe unhappy viétims were driven to confels 
whatever their tormentors thought proper to di@ate to 
them. The prifons were crowded, and people were dai- 
ly executed ; yet the rage of the accafers was as freth as 
ever, and the number of the witches, and the bewitched, 
encreafed every hour. 

They began at laft to accufe the Judges themfelves. 
What was worle, the nearefl relations of Dr. Encreafe Ma- 
ther were involved, and witchcraft began to approach the 
Governor’s own family. Jt was now high time to give 
things another turn. The accufers were difeouraged by 
authority, and one hundred and fiftyy who lay in prifon, 
were difchared. Two hundred more were under acculae 
tion, who were pafied over, and thofe who had _ received 
fentence of death were reprieved, and in due time pare 
doned. A few cool moments fhewed them the grofs and 
ftupid error that had carried them away, and which was 
utterly invifible to them all the while they were engaged 
in this ftrange perfecution,
